There never was. and can never be 
again, another charge like Pickett’s. 
In all the song and story of human 
con filet, it stands as the 
most des­ 
perate and daring, 
as 
well as tin- 
m ost sanguinary, ever made by the 
soldiers of any cause in civilized war 
fare. And as was the charge, so, too, 
was the defense. 
Who 
that has a 
heart can even now, after fifty year? 
are gone, suppress keenest thrills of 
admiration when reading, i>erhaps for 
the hundredth time, 
the

that 
stricken field? 
Who is there, north or south, thai 
is. not proud of these dauntless men, 
fighting to the last ditch, who gave to

Who is there 
that would not with such a page in 
history, rejoice that, he is an Ameri­

To record past or contempo­ 
rary events does not require divine in­ 
spiration. 
This is demonstrated by 
the fact that tile ancient Babylonian 
historians record many of the events 
described in the Bible, and these rec­ 
ords which -were inscribed on clay tab­ 
lets are being unearthed by archaeolo­ 
gists who are amazed by the accurate 
corroborative testimony to the teach­ 
ings of the Bible.

Answer.—We 
quote 
as 
follow®— 
“Some Christians are paralyzed for 
life by the monomania of fear. They 
fear to pray iii public. 
They fear to 
be singular for right. They are afraid 
to give to the Lord’s cause lest they 
come to want. 
They fear to rebuke a 
brother for his fault. 
They fear to 
confess Christ before mon. 
They are 
afraid to leave an old party or church 
that has left the truth. 
They are 
afraid to espouse a good cause where 
it is not popular. 
They fear shadows 
and fail to secure tile substance. 
They 
are like the invalid afflicted with the 
delusion that he was made of brittle 
clay and if struck would snap into 
fragments. 
He was cured by a friend 
deliberately upsetting him from his 
carriage, 
when 
he arose 
from

ground sound in mind as well as iii 
boily. 
The cure for a foolish fear is 
faith and a forced obedience of duty. 
Just as there is one cure for selfishness 
—self-sacrifice; as there is one cure for 
spiritual laziness—work, there is oue 
cure for timidity and that is to plunge 
into a disagreeable duty l»efore the 
ague shiver has had time to come on. 
“Whatsoever thy hand fiudeth to do, do 
it with thy might”. 


Q.— Were there tw o Atonement D ays 
observed by the Israelites, as described 
in the ninth and sixteenth chapters of 
Leviticus, or are these two accounts of 
the same proceedings? 
lf there were 
two; 
were they both celebrated a n ­ 
nually? 
Kindly throw as much light 
on this subject as you can. 
(O. K. J.) 
Answer.—There were two Atonement 
Days as described iii these two chap­ 
ters of Leviticus of which the latter 
was an annual feature of the rites and 
ceremonies performed by the Jewish 
nation. 
Under the Law Covenant ar­ 
rangements there were the Ecclesias­ 
tical Year, which had its beginning the 
first new moon following the vernal 
equinox, and the Civil Year, which be­ 
gan on the tenth day of the seventh 
month of the Ecclesiastical Year—the 
great Day of Atonement. 
Those fea­ 
tures of the Law which related to the 
priests and which were used as typos 
of the things relating to the Church 
of Christ, the “Royal Priesthood” (I 
Deter 2:9.) occurred in the spring of 
the year, the beginning of the Ecclesi­ 
astical Year. Tho Dassover is an illus­ 
tration of this. 
Those portions of the 
Law which typified blessings and fa­ 
vors for the world of mankind, “all the 
people”, were observed in the fall of 
the year, the beginning of the Civil 
Year, of which the Atonement Day is 
an example. 
As the sin-offerings and 
tho atonement work of Leviticus 9., 
were performed in connection with the 
consecration of the priesthood, we are 
justified in the thought that this atone­ 
ment day was in the spring of the 
year. 
These consecration and atone­ 
ment services were carried out at the 
time of the inauguration of the Israel- 
itish priesthood, and apparently were 
never observed thereafter. 


Q.— Pleas© explain the following teXfl 
John 3:36— “ He that believeth on the 
Son hath everlasting life: and he that 
believeth not the Son shall not see life, 
but the wrath of God abideth on him”. 
(W. T. N.) 
Answer.—It is proper to say that w e 
have a thing when we are in actual 
possession of it, or when we have a 
clear title or deed to it. 
Thus you 
might say that you hare a piece of 
property in Europe, though you are 
not there to possess it, hut you hold 
the deed signed and sealed and made 
out iii your name. Just so he that now 
believeth on the Son of God, the Re­ 
deemer who purchased us with His 
own precious blood, lias now everlast­ 
ing life; but not that he is in actual 
p ossession of it. but he holds a clear 
title to it, signed by Jehovah Himself 
ami scaled with the precious blood of 
Christ. 
In the next age when brought 
to the knowledge of the truth, all the 
world must likewise recognize Christ 
as their Redeemer and Ixird and trust 
in and submit to His authority, else 
they shall never see life iii its fullness 
and perfection; and God does not rec­ 
ognize as life anything short of perfec­ 
tion. 
Tilt* wrath or condemnation of 
God abideth on all others, and will 
end in final destruction, if not removed, 
either in this age or tile next. 
Only a 
few are yet free from condemnation 
(I John 5:19). and many blind eyes 
most be opened and deaf oars unstop­ 
ped before the mass of the world can 
believe, come into harmony with God, 
azxl hare life everlasting. 


Q.— In 
1 
Peter 3:19, we read “ By 
which also he went and preached to 
the spirits in prison”. 
We know of 
course that the “spirits” were the evil 
I spirits or fallen angels which kept not 
their first estate, the spirit plane of e x ­ 
istence, and who left their former hab­ 
itation, the heavenly realms, and m a ­ 
terialized as human beings and inter­ 
married with the members of the h u ­ 
man race; and because of their error 
they have since been confined to the 
earth’s atmosphere (hell— T A R T A R U S 
2 Peter 2:4.) until the judgment day.— 
Jude 56. 
We know also from various 
Scriptures that our Lord Jesus during 
the forty days from the time of His 
resurrection to the tim e that He a s ­ 
cended up into heaven, w as present in 
the atmosphere. 
He did not leave the 
earth for the heavenly realms to ap- 
peare in the presence of God, the F a ­ 
ther, until the end of the forty days. 
In that time He appeared, in all less 
than twelve hours, to His disciples. In 
view of the foregoing, may we not rea­ 
sonably suppose that the 
Lord w as 
preaching to the “spirits in prison— 
T A R T A R U S ” during the forty days, 
and not during the three days in which 
He was in the tomb? 
(A. G. E.) 
Answer.—There could he no real nl>- 
iection to either view. 
The Lord Je­ 
sus by His death and resurrection was 
preaching a powerful sermon in pan fo­ 
lia ne to the fallen angels, who, doubt­ 
less, have been interested observers of 
all that lins transpired since the crea­ 
tion of man. 
The obedience of Jesus 
to the will of the Heavenly Father 
even unto death, and His subsequent 
reward in n is resurrection to glory, 
honor, and immortality furnished a 
striking object lesson on the wisdom 
of tieing submissive to tile divine will 
of God. 
The other view is plausible 
aud may be the correct one.

ruined, for it already has been dam­ 
aged to a very great extent, probably 
even more than you are aware. 
The public should be notified (pos­ 
sibly best through the newspapers) 
that further setting iii of fences will 
positively not he allowed, and road 
overseers 
and 
highway 
engineers 
should be notified not to allow any 
fences to be located on the public 
highways in 
the future, and those 
that are set in. to be set back to the 
property lino. as the roads are the 
property of the state and are set 
aside for the use of the public and 
not for private parties. 
The people in our state are now- 
v ery much interested in good roads 
and they know that a good, well grad­ 
ed road with proper ditches for drain­ 
age cannot be maintained 
on 
less 
space than 40 feet. 
It will be found that there arc not 
many who will object 
to 
moving 
their fences back, if the rule is made 
over the entire county, 
for 
many 
miles of fence are now- being moved 
back by the farmers of their own ac­ 
cord. and roads which were narrow 


l e g a l l y under the cid law arc being 
widened for “ good roads” purposes.

The Globe-Demoerat had the fol­ 
lowing iii regard to the accident: 
The derailment | was caused by a 
spreading rail. 
Tne train was about 
five minutes late and was traveling 
at sixty miles an hour when the ac­ 
cident occurred. The entire train left 
the track except the rear Pullman and 
the observation parlor car. 
A farmer 
living near tho scene telephoned to 
the telegraph operator here telling 
of the derailment, who in turn noti­ 
fied the train dispatcher at Jefferson 
City.

The engine was thrown down the 
embankment and over on its side, 
reducing 
the 
whole to scrap iron. 
The engine coal tender was thrown 
on its hack on the opposite side of 
the track. 
The first mail car w’as 
thrown on its back across the track, 
another wTas thrown on its side down 
the embankment, and the rest of the 
ears were turned partly 
over 
and 
down tho embankment. 
Steel mail 
cars greatly reduced the shock and 
kept the cars behind the engine from 
telescoping. 
The train ran about 
450 feet, after leaving the track and 
tore up the track completely. 
A new 
roadbed had to he laid before the 
ears could he rerailed and the track 
cleared. 
Traffic was delayed about 
ten or tw’elve hours. 
, , 
Board W ill 
Investigate. 
The state public utilities board W’ill 
hold an investigation of the accident 
on the grounds tomorrow'. Vice Pres­ 
ident E J. Pearson, of the Missouri 
Pacific, arrived at the wreck with 
E. J. Murphy, general superintendent, 
of 
St. 
I^ouis, 
on a special train, 
about four hours after the accident 
occurred. 
Every car in the train except two 
w'ere wrecked. The smoker, in which 
probably forty persons were riding, 
was turned upside down. 
The other 
cars w’ere turned over on their sides. 
The engine and heavy cars follow­ 
ing tore up the track and ties for the 
distance of over I OO feet.

Passenger Was Robbed. 
Miss Kate J a m i s o n , of 420J North 
Grand avenue, St. Louis, who was 
traveling with her sister.

cent for expenses.

Cause Not Definitely Known. 
Tales of those on the relief train 
throw but little light on the cause of 
the wreck. 
The humping of the cars 
described by most of them 
might 
mean a spread rail, a broken rail, or 
other things that would throw a train 
off. according to railroad men. 
Tt was said the giving way of side- 
rods, which support the big drivers, 
thus allowing the rods and drivers 


to drop to the 
rails, 
might 
hare 
spread the rails or even torn them 
out. 
Officials are investigating prob­ 
able causes.

Q. Sidney, Pullman porter on one 
of the overturned cars, whose shoul­ 
der w’as broken, walked from the sta­ 
tion with a pillow’ under his arm, at­ 
tracting the sympathy of the crowd.

T his m an will oversee the setting up 
of the form s and the proper mixing 
of th e concrete.

Gapes and Its Cure. 


(By H. L. K em pster.) 
Gapes is a disease affecting cer­ 
tains birds, fowls 
and 
particularly 
chicks one to four w eeks old. 
It is 
caused by a small worm, called the 
gape worm, which attaches itself to 
Ihe windpipe of its victim. 
The symptoms are frequent gaping, 
sneezing, a w histling cough with dis­ 
charge of mucous and worms, dum p­ 
ishness, w eakness and 
drooping 
of 
wings. 
Dead birds will show forked 
worms attache d lo the windpipe. 
The adult 
female 
gapevvorm 
is 
much larger than the male, her body 
being filled with eggs and embryos. 
These em bryos appear in the drop­ 
pings and art* coughed up. 
So the 
trouble is spread by contam ination 
of runs, feed 
and 
drinking w att*. 
Em bryos are often found in earth 
worms. 
To eradicate the disease, isolate 
affected birds, tre a t drinking w ater 
with potassium perm anganate, 
bum 
dead birds and remove 
chicks 
to 
fresh ground which is not affected. 
Cultivation of infected ground is said 
to eradicate worms in three years. 
Individual cases may be treated in 
one of three w ays: 
(1) 
By confining the chick for a 
short tim e in a box which has air- 
slacked lime on the floor. 
T he lime 
is said to cause th e wrorm to release 
its grip and the chick to sneeze it 
out.

“Were there not ten cleansed? but 
where are the nine? Only one hath 
returned to give glory to God.”— 
Luke 17:17, 18. 
Leprosy, said the pastor, has long 
been 
regarded 
as 
incurable, 
and 
therefore is used as an illustration 
of sin, which is also incurable. 
As 
only the Master’s word could heal 
the lepers, so nothing short of a di­ 
vine remedy can cure the leprosy of 
sin. 
Lepers in olden 
tim es 
were 
obliged to separate them selves from 
others, 
and 
whenever 
approached 
were required to cry, “Unclean! Un­ 
clean !” 
Cut off thus from associa­ 
tion with others, the condition of the 
poor creatures was far from enviable. 
So sinners by Divine decree are iso­ 
lated, separated from the pure, the 
holy, the righteous. 
Though all humanity are sinners 
by heredity, w*e must not forget that 
they constitute but a small propor­ 
tion of God’s great family, amongst 
whom are angels, 
cherubim, 
sera­ 
phim, etc., who always have fellow*- 
ship with God and with each other. 
But while the Scriptures declare of 
humanity that all are sinners, that 
none are righteous, no, not one, jTet 
all do not appreciate their condition, 
nor 
cry 
aloud, Unclean! 
Indeed, 
there are various degrees of unclean­ 
ness; some are more and some less 
sinful. 
The two extremes of sin are repre­ 
sented in our lo r d ’s parable of the 
two men who went up to the Temple 
to pray, the one 
a 
publican, 
the 
other a Pharisee. 
The publican real­ 
ized his sin and smote his breast, 
saying, “God be merciful to me, a 
sinner!” 
The Pharisee, on the con­ 
trary, felt himself so superior to the 
publican that he did not realize him­ 
self a sinner at all; he thanked God 
that he was not a sinner. 
Jesus de­ 
clares that, because of his acknowl­ 
edgment of sin, the 
publican 
was 
more acceptable than the Pharisee. 
In other words, the Creator wishes 
that each one of Adam’s race should 
realize 
his 
imperfection—that 
he 
com es short of the divine standard 
of perfection—short of that standard 
which God would be pleased to bless 
with everlasting life. 
W hile the Bi­ 
ble thus declares that all are sin­ 
ners, it does not unreasonably say 
that there is no difference. 
What it 
does say is that the slightest degree 
of sin would mean that we are sin­ 
ners. and that hence the person with 
the least taint of sin upon him would

Savior, 
the 
Deliverer— 
would need to be cleansed. 
And, in 
order to realize his need of assist­ 
ance, he must see his sin and cry 
unto the Lord, Unclean! Lord, save, 
or I perish! 
Here again many of us have made 
a serious mistake in the study of our 
Bibles. 
When reading that the sin­ 
ner would perish, 
we 
forget 
the 


er, because each and all were born 
in sin and therefore as subject to the 
penalty as Father Adam himself. Nor 
could any of them be born without 
sin. because the life of the race came 
from its father. 
Whoever, therefore, would be the 
savior of man must have a life sep­ 
arate and apart from that of Adam, 
and must be willing to sacrifice it on 
Adam’s behalf.

The second trial of John L. Jones, 
charged with the murder of Akins M. 
Mackey on Nov. 20, 1911, will he call­ 
ed this week on Wednesday, July 2, 
at Boonville, 
Mo., 
before 
Special 
Judge Wurdeman, of St. Charles, Mo. 
Prosecuting Attorney 
William 
D. 
O'Bannon, representing the state, and 
Attorney Claude Wilkerson, 
for the 
delense, will leave 
Monday morning 
for Boonville to consult 
with other 
attorneys interested 
and 
to 
make 
preliminary 
arrangements 
for 
the 
trial. 
The state will be represented 
by 
Prosecutor O’Bannon, of Sedalia, and 
Dan Cosgrove, 
prosecuting attorney 
of Cooper county, together with At­ 
torneys Roy Williams 
and 
W. 
F. 
Johnson, of Boonville. 
Attorneys W. 
G. Lynch, Claude Wilkerson, of Se­ 
dalia, and Attorney W. V. DrafTen. of 
Boonville, have been retained to con­ 
duct the defense. The state has sub­ 
poenaed about 
thirty-six 
witnesses, 
while the defense 
has about forty- 
three summoned. 
The crime 
with 
which 
Jones js 
charged and for which he was sen­ 
tenced to death at the January term 
of the Pettis county circuit court in 
1912, took place near the Katy pas­ 
senger station, Jones stabbing Mack­ 
ey to death with a long bladed knife, 
which had been sharpened almost to 
a razor’s edge. 
The case when tried in Pettis coun­ 
ty attracted intense Interest, and the 
court room was not sufficiently large 
to accommodate 
the 
large crowds 
wishing to witness the proceedings. 
The selection of the jury, taking of 
evidence, arguments of the attorneys 
and the charge of Judge H. B. Shain 
took about ten days, but it is expect­ 
ed that the trial at Boonville will not, 
occupy that length of 
time, perhaps 
hut five or six days, as is usually the 
case on second trials of such causes. 
At the trial in Pettis county Prose 
tutor O’Bannon made a closing argu­ 
ment that was one of the most con- 
rincing that has been 
given 
in any 
criminal case in 
Pettis 
county 
In 
jears. 
Following the conviction of Jones 
m d his being sentenced, the defense 
Immediately took steps 
to secure a 
row trial. The case was appealed to 
the supreme court and that body, sit­

The next step taken was 
an application for a change of venue 
by the defense, which was granted by
